Commissioner Harry Miner ob- 
served that the change in location 
“answered most of the objections 
we've heard’ concerning the pro- 
posed mortuary. 

Commissioners emphasized, how- 
ever, that, in its capacity as a board 
of architectural control, the board 
still has authority over the design 
of the structure and provision for 
offstreet parking. 

‘The final,.motion granting the 
use permit, made by Miner and sec- 
pnded by John C. McCracken, was 
made subject. to providing such 
parking. 

URGES CHANGES 

The board also recommended to 
the city council the adoption of pro- 
posed interim changes in the off- 
street parking and architectural 
control ordinances, which would re- 
quire places of public assembly to 
provide one parking spact for each 
six seats, in such places of assembly 
and would permit architectural 
control of enterprises, such as used 
car lots, which do not require ex- 
tensive buildings for their opera- 
tions. 4 

The recommendations were made 
after City Planning Consultant 
Harold F. Wise reported that the 
present requirement of one parking 
space for each 20 seats in theaters 
and churches was “very inade- 
quate” and said that most cities 
were adopting the 6 to 1 ratio. 

Final recommendation on the 
correct ratio cannot be made until 
a current study, to be finished in 
about six months, is completed, Wise 
told the board. 

At that time enough information 
will be at hand to help decide how 
much space is needed on the.basis 
of knowledge of the driving habits 
of the people:of the Menlo Park 
area and the effect of space already 
in existence. 

BUS TERMINAL, 

The board heard explanations by 
Mona Christensen, North Palo Alto 
resident, of the views of residents of 
that area regarding the proposed 
rezoning of a strip facing the south 
side of Willcw road to allow its use 
as a bus and taxi terminal. 

The property is partially sur- 
rounded by Willow school property, 
Mrs. Christensen explained, and 
residents feel safety of children 
who must cross Willow road on their 
way to and from school would be 
endangered. | 

Moreover, she added, the presence 
of a large metal building would in- 
terfere with television and radio 
reception in the area. 

The explanation was giver after 
the planning commission secretary 
read a notice from the county plan- 
ning commission giving the date of 
the hearing for the proposed re- 
zoning. The area is now in a “C-1” 
commercial zone.

The formal parliamentary steps 
took place at the board’s regular 
meeting Monday night, with formal 
“sine die’ adjournment of the form- 
er planning commission, reopening 
of the new board, and swearing-in 
of all seven members. 


The board sworn in last night was 
appointed at a recent meeting of 
the Menlo Park city council, and 
conforms with terms of a recently 
adopted reorganization under which 
the commission has seven voting 
members. 

‘SWORN IN 

Sworn in for the first time was 
Harrison Johnston, newly oppoint- 
ed to the board.

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Misunderstanding Blamed for Declise 


In Blood Donations; 


2 col 24-2 misunderstanding blamed 


Attributing the rapid decline in 


blood donors for the armed forces 
to a “dangerous misunderstanding,” 
rather than to a lack of patriotism 
on the part of San Mateo county 
residents, the Red Cross has issued 
a new appeal for blood to be flown 
to war wounded military men in 


Korea and Japan. 

The misunderstanding arose some 
10 days ago, according to Mrs. Hen- 
Red Cross blood 
donor chairman, and has caused 


serious concern to military leaders, 


officials of the San Mateo county 
blood bank and the Red Cross. 
This misunderstanding is attrib- 
uted to published wire stories to the 
effect that « derivative of okra was 
taking the place of blood for trans- 
fusion purposes 
i Immediateiy on the appearance 
of the article, its reverse. effect 
was not only felt here, but 
throughout many sections of the 
nation where blood centers have 
been establis!ed, officials said.

igated and denied that manufactur- 
ed substitutes can take the place of 
human bloed in treating the injur- 
ed.

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TO READ OR NOT TO READ? | 


So the Menlo Park City council is investigating the advis- 
ability of launching a municipally operated public library... 

This is a question on which every citizen should come to a 
decision and let his city officials know about it. 

The RECORDER feels that Mrs. Vera Johnson, custodian 
of our Menlo Park branth is doing a fine job for very little and 
that we are getting fair library service through the county at 
slight cost. The big question is: How much better service do 
we want, and how much will we pay for it? 

Here are the facts: 

Our present branch library is open from 2 p.m. to 5 p.m. 
Mondays through Fridays, and on Monday, Wednesday and 
Friday evenings is open an additional two hours, from 7 to 9. 

If Menlo Park can consider itself an intetligent city whose 
citizens want to read books, these: hours are not adequate. 
BUT are we ready to pay for longer hours? 

According to County Librarian Clara Dills, the branch here 
now has on hand about 8600 books. That is not a large selec- 
tion, and although there are roughly 80,000 more books avail- 
able through the county library, it is a somewhat slow and 
cumbersome procedure to obtain them. BUT are we ready 
to pay for a larger supply? 

During the fiscal year ended last July, the Menlo Park 

branch circulated 46,800 books and periodicals. That is a- 
bout three books a year per person. 
- Doesn’t sound bad, does it? But in San Bruno, a Penin- 
sula city of comparable size, the municipal library circulated 
78,000 books and periodicals in the same period. 

Is Menlo Park less literate than San Bruno? 


What Would It Cost? 

Mayor Burgess estimated roughly that Menlo Park resi- 
dents will pay, next year, about $6000 in taxes toward the 
county library. * 

San Bruno pays for the county library, too, and in return 
gets considerable help for their own library, including about 
half the salary of their trained librarian, Miss Decima Allen. 

Yet over and above this aid, financial and otherwise, the 
city of San Bruno appropriated, during the last fiscal year, 
$16000 additional to maintain this municipal service. San 
Bruno, moreover, is in a somewhat ‘better position than Menlo 
Park in that its library building is owned free and clear by 
the city. This saves rental expense which currently runs“here 
to $1800 a year. 

It looks as if it would cost Menlo Park about four times as 
much to circulate twice as many books to its residents - 


The first major study by our 
planning consultants, Wise and 
Eisner, w2s a check of the license 
plates of the cars that parked in 
downtown Menle Park the Saturday 
before Easter. 


The addresses of these license 
plates wll be checked, and each one 
will end up as a dot on a map show- 
ing the trading area of our business 
district. 

It may be asked, what good does 
it do the average resident of Men- 
lo Park to determine the trading 
area of its merchants? Isn’t that 
a project that should be undertak- 
en by the Chamber of Commerce 
or some merchants’ association? 
Why should the city government 
pay for it? 

This study is a necessary step to 
the proper functioning of our city 
planning egmmission. 

One of the commission’s chief 
problems is where to draw the lines 
of our zone boundaries. 

People requesting the rezoning of 
their lots from a more restrictive 
zoning classification to multiple 
family residential, commercial or 
industrial, usually cry out that those 
neighbors opposing the rezoning are 
standing in the path of “progress”. 

The commission js torn between 
the desire to protect homeowners 
against encroachment of detri- 
mental uses and the endeavor to 
allow adequate area in the city for 
all: proper uses. The problem is 
just how much is proper. if 

This trade area study is the ‘first 
step in coming to a logical conclu- 
sion as to what should be the 
boundaries of our commercial area 
now, and what .they should be in 


growth of this region. 

With a definite estimate of the 
probable amount of commercial area 
(including parking) required to 
serve our trading: area, the planning 
commission will be able to fix with 
same assurance and. considerable 


Can We Measure Literacy-in Dollars? 

City officials must keep an eye on the-budget'if they:are 
good officials. We are fortunate in having-that kind in Menlo 
Park, and after looking at these figures, certainly they could 
not ke blamed if they turned thumbs down on a city library. 

But do we, as citizens, want to limit our intellectual cur- 
iosity and our literary scope—to say nothing of our good fun 
in good novels—by dollars and cents? 

An adequate, fulltime municipal library might cost every 
man, woman and child in Menlo Park $1.60 a year—the cost 
of two seats at the local motion picture theater.

Not less important than its pres- 
ent uses were those which the area 
was devoted during World War I, 
when as Dibble general hospital, 
the Village’s buildings were parts 
of one of the army’s major general 
hospitals for treatment of casual- 
ties of the war in the Pacific. 
BOUGHT IN "71 

One recalls the earier history of 
the site: 

In 1871 the property was purch- 
ased from pioneer settler John T. 
Doyle by Milton S. Latham. A short 
time after the purchase, an original 
house on the site burned down. 

The next building to be con- 
structed there was “Sherwood 
hall,” the imposing dwelling that 
remained on the property until 
torn down to make room for the 
hospital in the early 1940's, 

This structure was the one aband- 
oned after the earthquake. In the 
intervening years, the estate lay 
more or less idle, with some farm- 
ing conducted there and the large, 
open stretch of ground forming its 
southern half, now the Linfield 
Oeks development tract, being used 
as a hay field. 

Actually, World War II was well 
advanced before the hospital, acti- 
vated August 15, 1943, was started. 
TWO MONTHS 

Ground was broken for the $8,- 
000,000 set of buildings June 15 of 
that year. 

‘In two months, the 62 buildings 
called for in the original plans for 
the unit were in place! 

They were not, however, ready for 
occupancy until early the following 
vear and later more units, including 
the present administration build- 
ing facing Middlefield road and the 
gymnasium, and Little theater in 
what is now Burgess park, were add- 
ed. 

Puring its life as an army 
agency, 16,000 men received treat- 
ment at the hosnital, named after 
Colonel John Dibble, army med- 
ical. officer who disappcared on

The flag was raised over the hos- 
pital proper on Dec. 1, 1948, and on 
Feb. 22, 1944, the first trainload of 
battle casualties of the Pacific war 
arrived for treatment. 

Meanwhile, the post’s command- 
ing officer, Col. W. H. Allen, had 
been named president of the “Gen- 
eral Dibble Railroad,” the trackage 
of which consisted of a series of 
spur lines leading to the hospital, 
and was presented with a “golden 
spike” in honor of his position. 


DUST OR KIKUYU 

Members of the hospital staff 
who arrived on the scene during the 
early months recall that dust was 
one of the major problems but Kik- 
uyu grass was planted which, with- 
in a year, provided ground cover 
over most of the hospital grounds.’ 

The hospital was, indeed, a “gen- 
eral” hospital. A mere listing of the 
several sections is sufficient to help 
give a small idea of the number 
of specialized medical facilities at 
hand. They included: 

Eye section; blind section; den- 
tal clinic; plastic: surgery unit; 
ear nose and throat clinic; ortho- 
pedic section; physical therapy 
section; neuropsychiatric section 
and general medical section. 

Nor were the hospital activities 
confined to the Dibble hospital 
grounds. In 1944, the Douglass es- 
tate, now a part of Menlo School 
and College, was opened as a 100- 
bed convalescent unit 


With the. end of hostilities in 
1945, the need for the hospital be- 
gan to decline. 

| It was not until August 1, 1946, 

that the government was able to 
release the buildings to Stanford 
university. Meanwhile,. the wards 
had been reconverted so that, when 
the university took posession, there 
were 300 apartment units and fa- 
cilities for more than 1500 single 
men, 


Today, what was once Dibble 
hospital provides accommodations 
for 1603 single students and 
guests, 372 families, the Stanford 
Research Institute, Stanford press 
and related activities. 

A dining hall, formerly the hos- 
pital’s main mess hall, is set up to 
serve 1400 persons each meal. 

The Village is administered under 
a director, in charge of business 
management, and a resident coun- 
selor, who handles problems relat- 
ing to student personnel. The staft 
is composed. of approximately -126 
full-time employees and 161 part- 
time student employees. 

Moreover, the residents of the 
Village, single and married students 
alike, also.aid in the government of 
the — facility. A single students’ 
| council, made up of the house pres- 
idents of each of the 22 units sous- 
ing single students and.a family 
council, composed of elected. repre- 
sentatives of each of the 26 family 
dwelling units, participate in this 
function.

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‘Knowledge of Basic Fabric Facts 
Needed Before You Start Sewing 


By Ertta Haley 

a successful skirt, blouse or other 
item of wearing apparel. If you 
learn to know what you should do 
with each material, before actual 
cutting and sewing, you can, nat- 
urally be successful with even the 
first effort. 

Type of construction, rather than 
kind of fiber determines the way 
material must be cut and sewed. 
If you follow pattern cutting direc- 
tions, which includes laying the 
pieces on the material, and then 
again, the sewing directions, you 
can turn out professional looking 
garments readily.
